The foregoing notice was served on 


•four members of the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday afternoon. 
The ac- 


cusations referred to were found by the 
grand jury before adjournment Tues- 
day, and District Attorney Snow was 
Instructed to draw them up' In .legal 
form, which work was finished yester- 
day afternoon and 
the 
accusations 


were filed in the County Clerk's office 
at 4 o'clock. 


The Supervisors who are accused by 


the grand jury are J. H. Sayre, chair- 
man of the board; C. W. Garrett, W. P. 
Manly nn<3 M. S. Rose. 
The charge 
' is that of wilful and corrupt miscon- 


duct In office, and contains three spe- 
cific allegations of malfeisance. The 
proceeding is not In the nature, of an 
^indictment, although it is a Quasi- 
•criminal action, the object being the 
removal from office of the members 
•complained of. 


For that reason, ex-Supervisor James 


A. Ward is not included with his late 
•colleagues, inasmuch an there would, be 
no purpose in It, since he could not be 
removed from an office which he doea 
mot hold. Since Supervisors Garrett and 
RORK will be out on the 1st of the 
year there seems to be little more rea- 
son to bring such an action against 
them. All the present board is charted 
with misconduct In office, excepting 
•Supervisor Srott, who was not a mem- 
ber of the board when the matters 
were transacted upon which the grand 
Jury based its charge of corrupt mis- 
conduct. 


Two of the counts are in connection 


•with the purchase of road sprinklers 
•from the Hopkins Agricultural Works 
for Supervisor "Ward's and Supervisor 
•Garretfs district, In which transac- 
titm the grand jury found that money, 
had been paid by .James K. Hopkins 
-And for the alleged acceptance of which 
Supervisor Garrett was Indicted. 


The third count was the payment by 


'tile board of 1375 to Attorney C. C. Mer- 
riam on July 31, 1895, for services ren- 
cl?r?d to the board as. special counsel 
when 'the reconstruction of the court 
Tiouse was in progress. 
A singular 


thins In this connection Is that "Dad" 
^etcher, who is a member of the pres- 
ent grand Jury, *as on the Board of 
Supervisors at that time and it was he 
who made the motion to employ Mr. 
Merriam as special counsel. 


Several days ago District Attorney 


finow made a demand upon the board 
l»r authorization to bring suit against 
-County Treasurer Whitson for the re- 
-covery of |375 paid to Attorney Mer- 
riam. 
The board declined to give the 


.desired permlsBlon, which was neces- 
sary in order to Institute slilt, as the 
supreme court has held that 'the boart 
has full control over its own acts an<! 
inasmuch as the board had directed 
the Auditor to draw a warrant for the 
sum in favor of Mr. Merriam, a aui 
brought by the District Attorney in 
•the name of the county but withou 
the authorisation of the board, would 
net stand in court. That matter was 
Decided on^y a few days ago, although 
decisions to the same effect had been 
previously rendered. 


Ine history of the Merriam claim ha 


iieea recounted several times In th 
Replblican, even as late us the recen 
campflign, when the fusion candidat 
for I'istrict Attorney used it to mak 
politliU capital and did, In fact, de 
celve 'many voters. 


The Board of Supervisors has th 


right to engage special counsel to as 
«st the District Attorney In civil su tt 
where the county is a party or, where 
the District Attorney Is dtsn.ualifle 
to rrosecute the actions for the coun 


ty. 
Hat the board has not the right 


to hire special counsel to advise with 
it. as was done in the present case. 
When the board retained Mr. Merriam 
at a salary of $125 * month District 
Attoinpy Snow brought a mandamus 
proceeding against the Auditor enjoin- 
ing him from drawing a warrant for 
Merriam. 
Mr. Snow won the case 


In the superior court here and also in 
the supreme court. 
After that, the 


board paused another order (the one 
referred to in the accusation) directing 
the Auditor to draw a warrant for Mr. 
Merriam for the sum of $375, which 
was payment for three months' service. 
That payment was made without the 
knowledge of the District Attorney. 


The point in reference to the accu- 


sation of the Supervisors in connection 
with the purchase of the road sprink- 
lers Is that the money was ordered paid 
without any bill, claim, account or de- 
mand having first been filed with the 
hoard or with the clerk thereof. 
The 


county government act makes It nec- 
cessary for a verified and itemized bill 
to be presented before any money is 
paid out cf the public treasury. 


The filing of the documents having 


for their purpose the ousting of the 
Board of Supervisors caused a sensa- 
t on in the Clerk's office when the pa- 
pers were filed yesterday afternoon. 
The news of the action of the grand 
jury had not yet reached the streets 
last night and most people will obtain 
their first knowledge of the fact from 
reading the Republican this morning. 


The proceeding to follow in court are 


similar to those In ordinary suits. The 
Supervisors have the right to appear 
within the twelve days stipulated and 
demur or answer the accusation and 
after the various preliminary steps 
have been completed the accused will 
be placed on trial, the court to deter- 
mine whether they should be removed 
from . office. 
This is the first action 


of Us kind ever brought In this county, 


The accusations in the four cases are 


identical, with the exception of the 
change of the names and districts of 
the different supervisors.

in 
Armory hall, 


where the sessions of the previous day 
were held, the institute held its final 
meeting at the high school building. 


The following committee was ap- 


pcinted to examine the minutes of the 
institute: Granvllle Foster, W. R. Wil- 
son, Frank Tjine. O. S. Thorn, Miss Car- 
rie Menslng, Mrs. Cook and Mm. E. W. 
Plnkley. 


Mr. Kirk addressed the meeting for 


a few minutes. 
He deplored the small 


attendance at Armory hall Wednesday 
night to hear Dr. Hall and talked 
plainly to the teachers for neglecting 
such a splendid opportunity of hearing, 
one of the greatest educational think- 
ers of the present day. 


The committee on professional react- 


ing for teachers, consisting of M. E. 
Dalley, Miss Cora Rowell, C. S. Tay- 
lar. Miss Susan Cory. A. Sorenson, W.

He stated 
simply in two sentences the claim made 
by the Greek government and In the 
third that the question was under con- 
sideration by this government.

"I beg to acknowledge the aid to such

a lot of Its books and papers a few 
days before the supreme court ordered 
the books to be produced as evidence 
In the investigation of the Standard 
Oil Company, was resumed today. 


John McNierney testified that he had 


been in the employ of the Standard for 
over two years. 


MeNlerney said that on Saturday 


morning1, November 19th. he was or- 
dered to 'burn a lot of the Standard 
books. 
He burned them at about 8 


o'clock In the furnace shops. Later in 
the day he said he wa* ordered to go 
to the Euclid a\*enue offices and get 
some boxes. 
The boxes were taken 


down from the fifth floor in the eleva- 
tor, but some one objected to them be- 
ing taken out of the front door. There- 
upon the boxes were taken back to the 
fifth floor. 


McNIerney said that 
he 
remained 


around the Euclid avenue office until 
6 o'clock that afternoon and then the 
boxes were lowered by ropes and tackle 
from one of the windows. He was as- 
sisted by four other employes of the 
company. 
The boxes were taken to 


the company's warehouse. 
They re- 


mained there until Monday. 


The witness said that 
about ten 


o'clock Monday morning he and A man 
named Moran took the' books out of the 
boxes and burned them in the furnaces. 
There were nine boxes of books and 
six sacks ot papers. Some of the books 
were about twenty, inches high and 
others were much^ smaller.

The refusal of the autopsy physicians 


to testify in the Brandes murder case

cyfitem of expert testimony. 


There are some issues in many suite 


which can be decided only by the 
Judgment of experts. 
The ordinary 


man knows nothing about them and 
ran have no opinion. 
But, under our 


constitution a Jury of ordinary men 
must pass on them finally, and they 
must therefore have experts to ak 
them. 
But the expert* are there to 


aid the Judge and jury, not to aid either 
Bide, and they ought to be called by the 
judge and paid by the people, and 
cross-examined, tt at all, by the judge 
or by each other. 


The work of an expert witness Is In 


the nature of teachlng.'and, frequently 
Involves the difficult task of teaching 
a, very complicated subject to a totally 
unprepared class, 


Teachers who are to accomplish thi 


have enough to do if they are given th 
best of teaching conditions. 
To be se 


up as a partisan and cross-examinei. 
by an attorney entirely ignorant of th 
subject in hand is not the best condi 
tlon by any means. 


If the Judge, instead of the partle 


could call experts, as many or as f< 
as might seem necessary, pay fo 
them from the public funds, and 
them to testify under conditions pro 
motlng intelligent and harmonious i 
struction, their verdict would be ac 
cepted as a matter of course by thi 
jury. 
Under the present system the! 


testimony is a mere confusion. 


The Stockton Mail comments sarcas 


tleally on the proposal to furnish thi 
President with a better residence than 
the White House, and suggests the es 
tablishment of a garde de corps am 
other adjuncts of imperial dimity. The 
Mall should not jump at conclusions so 
nastily.

SCHOOL VS. HOME TKAIttM 


A parent who has the cvllui as4 tt* 


tim<\ or the money to hire some oat 
else's time, can teach a bright child 
at home the whole school curriculum 
better than U is taught in the schools, 
in fewer years and fewer hours per 
thiy, and escape teaching htm som* 
undesirable things which evsry child 
in the public schools learns. 
He will 


not have to bo held back with the slow, 


isoiplined with the unruly, or forced 
;;th the Idle, and he will have lime 
p bejrin early in life some of those 
iigher studies which ought to be be- 
gun young butvrhich the public schools, 


ut of consideration for the many who 
vlll never finish and therefore need 
not begin them, defer to a later period, 


Conceding all this, why should the 


child of cultured and well-to-rio parents 
.ttend the public- schools nt all? It Is 
of course to the interest of the schools 
tbat he should do so; if 
the- public 


schools ever descend to "poor schools' 
they will cease to be good schools, and 
all other schools will cease soon afte 
to be good. 
But parents will not sac 


riflce their children for the good o 
others of the future; they must have 
selfish reason. 


The all-sufficient reason, in the cas 


of the American child, is that the pub 
lie school Is the only posible place fo 
him to be trained for the life of a 
.American man or woman. The Amer 
lean must live his life out in contac 


1th other people. If he can not civ 


and take he can not live. 
He mus 


recognize the rights of others and as 
sert his own. He must not be a snob 
a Imlly or a coward. 
He ought to b 


a gentleman, but he must be a vigor 
ous man. The school is a little demoe 
racy. 
The teacher pretends to b 


despot, but public opinion really rules 
The discipline of helping to form an 
being formed by that public opinlo 
prepares the boy to slip naturally int 
the conditions of life of the America 
man. 
The exclusive home training fit 


him for anything better than this. 


And as the social side of the. life o 


women Is relatively more Importan 
than that of men, so the social demo 
cratizatlon of the public- school is, 
anything still more Important for Ih 
girls. 
Every woman is a natural aris- 


tocrat and every shallow woman (most 
people of both sexes nre shallow) a 
snob. 
The less public lives of women 


after school days give these qualities 
only too much chance to develop. The 
public school, with Its rivalries settled 
by ability, its ranks 
dependent 


merit, and its social friction In 
broadest democratic sense, is the only 
antidote, and would be worth while for 
this alonft if it had no other virtue.

Professor Oorge Eliot Howard, head 


of the history department of Stanford 
University, spoke to a large and Intel- 
lectual audience at the Presbyterian 
church last night.

Senator Hale has Introduced a bill for 


•the permanent revival of the grades of 
admiral and vice admiral, while the 
'house naval committee has reported a 
bill providing for the temporary re- 
vival of these grades, to expire on the 
deaths of those first appointed to them. 
The latter plan seems much the better. 
The object of the revival Is to confer 
an adequate personal reward on cer- 
tain officers who have deserved it That 
reward is the more striking if con- 
ferred simply on the particular offievra 
who have earned it, as was done in 
the case of Farragut and Porter. Af- 
terwards, If the growth of the navy de- 
mands it, the grades can be perma- 
nently revived. 


The delicate question of the choice of 


a vice admiral 
makes the matter a 


difficult one. 
The rank 
would be 


neither an honor nor a reward if grant- 
ed to Sampson or Schley after an un- 
seemly squabble between their respec- 
tive partisans. 
Charges ' are made 


against both of these officers by their 
respective enemies that ought not to 
be forced to issue.

is deserving1 if any honor that can be 
conferred on him and" neither is deserv- 
ing of tbe reproach which the tactless 
forcing of a controversy might bring.

Where 
society throws artificial barriers aroun 
the associations of young men and w 
men. It Is hardly possible to make a 
exception of educational institution 
where no such restrictions exist it 
ridiculous to introduce them first 
schools and colleges, where they i 
least needed. 
Yet even to this ru 


there are exceptions. Social restrl 
tions In Spain and Italy, for instam 
are aa strict as anywhere, yet ho 
countries have co-education, and 
Italy the privilege of university atten 
ance is frequently taken advantage 
by the young women of the bett 
classes. They are treated by the youn 
men with a courteous gallantry 4n 1 
terestine contrast to the entire unco 
seiousness of the Western America 
student or the boorish Intolerance

The result of all Inves 


tigation seems to be that every chll 
should have an education. 


The leading questions which follow 


that conclusion are: 
First, what con 


stltutes an education, and, second, how 
can we best give it to the child. Theo 
retically that education is best whic 
will best enable him to escape from 
himself In after life. 
Practically, tha 


education Is best which best enable 
him-to make the moat of his opportun 
ties under all conditions. The speake 
declared that In his opinion too ntuc 
time was being spent in trying to fin 
out how beet to teach the child tha 
which he would never need, and tha 
too little time was being put on th 
question of placing within his read 
that which would be of practical 
fit to him In after life. 


"In my Judgment," continued th 


speaker, "the two great faculties of th 
child to be developed arc the power t 
speak and the pnwpr to write. 
Ther 


are no other means i» heaven or eart 
so far as we know, to make use o 
knowledge except to write It or spea 
It. Our schools are not teaching elthe 
in a satisfactory manner." 


Superintendent Graham told of ho< 


he once visited a newspaper office an 
while there met a high school boy wh 
had come in with a lengthy artic 
which he wished to have inserted in th 
paper. 
The editor plowed 'throug 


the manuscript with his blue pencil un 
til he became tired and then turned

Section A In the hich school as 
feemhly hall was address by Professor 
Heater, of the State University.

Heaton continued his talk on the state 


v grammar which'he had begun the day 


before. 
He said that the new grant- 


mar is more consistent than former 
grkminars. Words arrayed In columns 
are not parts of speech. 
In order to 


be such a word must be & part of & 
sentence. "Teach the verb and verbal 
first," said he. 
"The test of a good 


grammar Is Its manner of teaching 
verbs and verbals. 
Many teachers 


' make mistakes in teaching by using 
the large end of the wedge as the en- 
tering end, or in trying to drive a nail 
by.putting the head of the nail next 
to the wall and striking on the point 
Inconsistency is the fault of so much 
poor teaching," 
' Miss McGtllivray addressed Section 
B in the grammar 
grade assembly 


room on the subject of "Emergencies." 


' She spoke on the small accidents with 
. which school children meet and 
the 


methods for their treatment. 
She 


recommended that children might be 
taught cleanly habits above all things 
else. 
An effective way of impressing 


on the youthful mind the danger of 
uncleanly surroundings, she ,. thought, 
would be concrete illustrations of the 


• effects of microbes in the human sys- 


tem. The Illustrations might be made 
frightful enough to scare the children 
into shunning filth. 


Miss McGillivray was followed by 


Professor T. H. Kirk of San Bernar- 
dino, who gave an interesting talk on 
"Snowbound." The lecture was In the 
nature of a practical lesson and was 
very entertaining.
